THE VACANT CARRIAGES. 

Following the procession were the carriages 
of the Queen, Prince of W ales, Sir Curtis 
Lampsou, Lord Mayor and AMenccu of Lon- 
dou, hign sheriffs of l.oudou and of the courts 
of Middlesex and Surrey, the Duehes.- of S ui- 
erset, Marqins of Townsend, Lady Frai.khn 
Miss Burdett Courts, and many othei*. 

THE rCNERAt CORTEGE 
I a.- ed slowly through the streets, which 
were lined with silent crowds of spectators to 
Westminster Abbey. The venerable strue- 
-ure was completely tilled with people who 
i nd been admitted by ticket-, and all were 
dressed in mourning. 

IN WESTMINSTER ABBEY 
the chair was hung with black, ami the som- 
ber aspect of the interior wa- only relieved by 
the richly-decorated robes of t e Lord Mayor 
and thfsherifls. Stauding near the i-acrariuin 
as the body was brought iu were Mr. Glad 
stoue. Lord Clarcudon, the dem of St Paul’s, 
the Rev. Thos.

A flood of suushinc poured through the 
windows, and the choir opeued at the moment 
the pro essiou entered the building. 

The coffin, which was placed on a bier at 
the e d of the choir, was plain aud unorna- 
tnenicd, and covered with black cloth. Oti 
the lid was a ura.-s plate with an inscription 
giviDg simply the Dame of the deceased and 
the place and date ot hi- birth and death. 

THE SERVICES. 

The lesson was read by Archdeacon of 
Westminster. As soon as thecereinojy with- 
in the church was over the proce*siou formed 
again and advanced to a spot near the western 
entrance, where a temporary grave lead been 
prepared, and an excavation two or three feet 
deep had been made. The sides of the grave 
Were lined with black drapery Hero the 
body was deposited, aud will remain until it is 
transported to America. 

Lord John Tliynne read the remainder of 
the buri it service at the he td of the grave. On 
the right stood the mourners, including the 
American Minister, and on the left were Gcu 
Grey, Mr. Gladstone, Lord Clarendon, the 
L« rd Mayor, the High Sheriffs au-J the c:ergy 
oi Westminster and St. Paul’s. 

The solemnity of the occa-ion was pro- 
foundly felt by tbc vast asseinnly aud many 
present shed tear;. During a choral service, 
which lucitii.cd the singing of the anthem, 
“His body is bnrica in peace, but Ins mine 
li vt th evermore.” 

THE EAST Ui EARTH.
